Sen. Nelson on the Detergent Problem 


Senator Gaylord Nelson waited almost 


three months to make his maiden speech 
in the U. S. Senate. But when he did he 
picked a topic which has already stirred 
up considerable public discussion and is 
bound to stir up more before it is resolved. 


Wisconsin's junior senator joined two 


other junior senators from Oregon and 
New Hampshire in introducing a bill to 
nan the sale of non-reducible detergents 
after June 30, 1965. 
This would give 


manufacturers until that time to perfect 
new detergents- which will decompose in 
water. 


When he was governor of Wisconsin 


Mr 
Nelson asked the State Board of 


Health, the State Committee on Water 
Pollution and the Natural Resource Com- 
mittee of State Agencies to make an ex- 
haustive study of the detergent problem. 
He entered the gist of their report in the 
Congressional Record in support of his bill. 
It is a good over-all outline of the situation. 


Detergents were developed in Germany 


during World Wai II when that country 
had an acute shortage of soap. They came 
to America after the war. They are used 
in enormous quantities today in homes 
and in commerce and industry. 


Scientists say this widespread use of 


detergents which do not decompose in 
water pose three dangerous threats- pollu- 
tion of our water supplies, disruption of 
CUT sewage treatment 
plants, and 
the 


blighting of the landscape with detergent 
foam which may contain dangerous bac- 
teria. 


Most popular detergents today contain 


a chemical made from crude oil, alkyl ben- 
zene sulfonate (ABS). It makes the deter- 
gent a marvelous cleaning agent; but it 
also forms a union with water which is 
extremely difficult to break and thus it fol- 
lows water wherever it goes. Even the most 
modern sewage disposal plants cannot re- 
move all of it. It defies the purification 
processes of nature. It may pass through 
septic tanks into underground water sup- 
plies. 


In .he Wisconsin study it was found 


'that detergent chemicals have already af- 
fected some of the underground water sup- 
plies in 64 of Wisconsin's 72 counties 


In Germany a substitute detergent was 


developed which will decompose in water. 
And Germany has already banned the use 
of the non-reducible detergents. 


Governor Nelson states that the Amer- 


ican detergent industry can make the same 
change in the time his bill would allow. 
But he says they will not make the change 
unless forced to by legislation because at 
present the new detergents would cost 
about 15 per cent more. A firm which did 
change would have to compete against 
other firms selling the present detergents 
at a lower price. 


There 
is no 
conclusive knowledge 


whether detergents in drinking water are 
injurious to human life. The concentra- 
tions are still very slight. But Sen. Nelson 
believes we cannot take this chance. 


One result of detergent pollution is 


easily apparent, however, foam. This is 
what brought the matter to public atten- 
tion. Actually detergents can be manufac- 
tured so they will not produce foam, but 
the American housewife, used to associat- 
ing foam with soap, will not buy them. So 
now we have foam on our rivers. As early 
as 1950 the Wisconsin Board of Health re- 
ported a wall of foam on the Mississippi 
River which was L"> feet high, 35 feet wide 
and 300 feet long. Just recently foam cas- 
caded down the Wisconsin River in cen- 
tral Wisconsin. 


But foaming is not only an esthetic 


problem. It is a real problem ui sewage 
disposal plants, where it billows up above 
sewage aeration tanks, shutting off oxy- 
gen and sunlight. And this foam, blown 
around the area by the wind, has been 
found in some instances to contain high 
bacterial counts. 


A bill has been introduced in the Wis- 


consin legislature to ban the sale of such 
detergents after Jan. 1, 1964. One of its 
sponsors, Sen. LaFavc, believes this is suf- 
ficient time to allow manufacturers to 
make the changeover. But the manufac- 
turers claim they are a long way from 
perfecting new types. 


It would appear that this is a matter 


more easily dealt with on a national scale. 
Senator Nelson's deadline of June 30, 1965 
seems a reasonable one. The important 
point now is that a reasonable deadline be 
set. 


Future Jratiic Problems Loom 


A recent report by the State Motor Ve- 


hicle Department shows that Outagamie 
County has 41,164 motor vehicles regis- 
tered. Of this number over 34,000 are pri- 
vate automobiles and over 5,500 trucks. In 
addition, the report showed that eight 
other 
Northeastern 
Wisconsin 
counties 


have some 150,000 vehicles which, with 
the Outagamie County registrations, puts 
the total for nine counties at approximate- 
ly 192.800, or about 12 5 per cent of the 
state total of 1.6 million. 


Standing by themselves, the registra- 


tion figures are just that. But the mere 
fact that registrations have increased by 
about 25 per cent in Outagamie County 
alone in the last decade and that there has 
been a constant upward curve in vehicle 
ownership which is likely to continue will 
show why street and highway planners' 
headaches to provide thoroughfares for 
movement from one area to another and 
within urban complexes are not likely to 
be diminished The problem not only is 
one of sheer engineering but also of financ- 
ing. 


In urban planning, the job of just mov- 


ing huge numbers of vehicles each day 
through proper traffic regulations and de- 
vices to obtain maximum use of streets 
such a? one-way couplets and elimination 
of or.-street parking is complex. An allied 
problem is what to do with those vehicles 
carrying shoppers to the core area of the 


city' and workers to their jobs in offices 
and stores. To prevent on-street conges- 
tion, off-street parking must be provided. 
For cities, the provision of such off-street 
facilities is costly but money well spent 
because it is one method of assuring the 
continued vitality of the city's core area 
with its high tax base. 


Interurban highway planning to pro- 


vide for safe and fast movement of people 
and goods is hard put to keep up with the 
ever - increasing number of 'vehicles. The 
tremendous cost of construction of such 
highways makes it imperative that the 
state highway network, especially where 
new roads are planned or where expansion 
of existing facilities is contemplated, be 
located and designed to meet the rising 
tide of vehicles. Bad guesses in this con- 
nection could mean millions expended for 
interurban roads which could be outmoded 
practically before they're buHt. 


The mobility of the population is an es- 


tablished fact and is certain to increase 
in the years ahead. Numbers of people and 
numbers of motor vehicles are on the rise. 
This combination of circumstancrs, if its 
impact is ignored, can bring about a traffic 
snarl of such proportions that thr very mo- 
bility which the internal combustion en- 
gine has caused could be reduced to a 
snail's pace, especially in urban areas, 
where mobility is an important part of a 
thriving economy.

branches, said, "What a fine 
mast this oak would make for 
a ship such as I used to sail 
upon." A second, who had been 
a draper's assistant, said, "What 
a fine brown cloth my master 
could have dyed from this fine 
bark." The third, who had spent 
his youth as a swineherd, said. 
"What fine fat pigs could be 
grown from the acorns which 
fall from this oak." 


Which of them saw the "fact" 


of the oak tree? As Keiley points 
out, after recounting some psy- 
chological 
experiments at the 


Hanover 
Institute, 
"since the 


perception is the usable reality, 
and since no two organisms can 
make the same use of clues or 
bring the s a m e experiental 
background to bear, no two of us ' 
can see alike. We have no com- 
mon world." 


If we truly understand this, it 


will make us moie humble, more 
tantative, more tolerant, m o r e 
flexible in our opinions and in 
our disputes. If, as Kelley indi- 
cates, no two pel sons can know 
the same thing, and no item of 
knowledge can have the same 
effect on each of them, then we 
can never go fiom the "facts" 
to values about them. 


He uses the example of Abra- 


ham Lincoln. It is, of course, a 
"fact" that he lived, that he was 
President, that he was assassi- 
nated. But, in Kelley's words, 
"there are as many Lincolns as 
there are learners." He explains 
what he means in these words: 


"Lincoln is one thing to an Old 


Guard Republican, who holds 
him as a model but believes 
little that he believed. He is 
something else to the descen- 
dents of the slaves whom he 
freed. He is still another person 
to the Southern aristocrat... To 
some he does not exist at all, 
and to others he is far from 
what we hold him to be " 


This does not imply that we 


cannot arrive at common judg- 
ments, at b a s i c value-agree- 
ments. It does suggest, however, 
that such judgment1-- cannot be 
rooted in "objective facts," but 
only in the ways in which we 
grasp and combine these facts 
with our memory and our e:<- 
peiicnce. It is not the hard fact* 
of the objective world that keep 
us from working together, but 
the hardness of heart that makes 
us think the oak tree is only 
for masts, or for cloth, or for 
pigs.
